The most important subject treated in this volume is Mechanics' 
Liens, a subject upon which there are few if any recent text-books. 
Four hundred and twenty-seven pages are devoted to the subject, and 
when we take into consideration the amount of matter contained on 
each page, it is safe to say that the subject is as fully and as ex- 
haustively treated as it ever has been in any text-book. The presence 
of this most important subject makes Volume 27 of peculiar value. 
Another subject of great importance treated is that of Mortgages, 
which covers 952 pages. Mercantile Agencies, Militia, Mills, Mines 
and Minerals, Miscegenation, Money Lent, Money Paid, Money Re- 
ceived, and Monopolies are the remaining titles of the volume.
